New “Mystery’” 
Disease Cripples 
But Doesn’t Kill 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 17 (AP) — 
A 
new “m ystery 
disease’’ 
which 
cripples people for a short time but 
does not kill them was reported to ­ 
day 
before 
th e 
American 
Public 
Health association, 
It is a form of dysentery, one of 
the diseases which held up the dig­ 
ging of the Panam a canal and for 
centuries has stopped armies more 
effectively th a n bullets. 
Dr. Millard Knowlton and Dr. E. E. 
Lamoureux, of the Connecticut state 
departm ent of health, declared the 
disease is caused by some bacteria 
or virus which has not yet been 
identified. It is not the same as the 
bacillus of amebic forms of dysen­ 
tery, the types usually found. 
The great m ystery of the new form 
is that it also is carried in water 
supplies, the Connecticut scientists 
said. 
O utbreaks of it usually occur 
in areas where water is obtained 
from reservoirs which gather water 
from small drainage basins. 
“M aterial washed into a reservoir 
of small capacity by a heavy rain ­ 
fall after a spell of dry weather is 
apt to contain vegetable m atter in­ 
cluding germs th a t affect plants," 
they added, and thus produce dys­ 
entery. 
There also may be some relation­ 
ship between this type of dysentery 
and the diarrhea epidemics in new­ 
born babies which sometime occur in 
hospitals and cause many infant 
deaths. 
Persons 
who 
have 
the 
disease 
rarely see a doctor because they 
diagnose their symptoms as merely 
a “stomach upset" and therefore 
the germ or virus Is probably much 
more common than public health 
authorities realize. If it is the same 
disease as infant diarrhea it should 
be tracked down as thoroughly as 
any epidemic of smallpox or scarlet 
fever, they added.

Surgeons Hear 
Of Hypodermic 
Cure of Sprains 


Philadelphia, 
Oct. 
17 
(AP).—A 
quick hypodermic cure for sprained 
ankles and knees was reported today 
to the American College of Sur­ 
geons. 
Novocaine Is injected close to the 
site of the sprain. 
It relieves the 
pain of moving the joint and at the 
sam e tim e helps injured tissues to 
recover quickly. 
The sprained p art is bandaged 
tightly and, instead of being order­ 
ed to bed to rest, the patient is told 
to get up and walk around. 
W here 
the hypodermic treatm ent succeeds, 
the sprains apparently get well in 
two or three days in cases when 
the ankle or knee could not be used 
for two weeks by the ordinary, con­ 
servative treatm ents. 
In 25 of these sprains, reported 
at the hospital of the University of 
Pennsylvania, all but two o r three 
recovered speedily. 
T he new treatm ent is ap p aren t­ 
ly useful, for the large class of 
sprains where ligaments are not 
tora, but only stretched and loosen­ 
ed. 
Surgeons who discussed this tre a t­ 
m ent said that if ligam ents are 
torn they prefer the old rest tre a t­ 
m ent. 
The college called attention to the

On Nov. 8, M ontana came In and 
added another star. O ther changes 
came rapidly. O n Nov, ll, W ash­ 
ington was adm itted. Wyoming and 
Idaho entered the union in 1890 and 
Utah in 1896. Oklahom a was ad­ 
mitted in 1907 and Arizona and New 
Mexico in 1912. 


W ashington, Oct. 17 (AP)—An in­ 
ternational conference at the W hite 
House took up today a German Jew ­ 
ish refugee problem made urgent by 
war and complicated by the plight 
of thousands of other Europeans 
seeking new' homes. 
The executive committee of the 
inter-govem m entai 
committee 
on 
political refugees came here at the 
invitation of President 
Roosevelt, 
who was chosen to preside at the 
meeting. 
The executive committee of the 
group is composed of representatives 
of six nations;—United States, G reat 
Britain, France. Argentina, Brazil, 
and the Netherlands. 
The in ter­ 
governmental committee represents 
32 nations, and was formed on the 
initiative of President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Hull, 
The American delegate is Myron 
C. Taylor, former head of the United 
States Steel corporation, who is vice- 
chairm an of the inter-governm ental 
committee. 
The executive committee had be­ 
fore it the following special prob­ 
lems raised by the war: 
1. 
Britain and France, among the 
principal aids in the refugee work, 
are centering all their efforts on the 
war. 
2. Germany, which had agreed to 
an orderly emigration of 175,000 Jews 
a year, intends to keep the men and 
young women for war work and to 
let out only old women and children. 
But other nations do not want old 
women and children. 
3. Germany needs all her foreign 
currency for war purchases and can­ 
not give em igrating Jews and foreign 
money. 
Also, her steam ship lines, 
which carried Jews to other coun­ 
tries without the necessity for pur­ 
chasing steamship tickets in foreign 
currency, are shut down. 
4. O ther peoples besides the G er­ 
man Jews now are refugees. Among 
them are more than 100,000 Span­ 
iards who have gone to France, 
thousands of Poles driven into R u­ 
mania and the Baltic states, and 
nearly 2,000.000 Polish Jews under 
Germ an domination. 
The confer­ 
ence expected to decide whether to 
enlarge the work of the inter-gov- 
ernm ental committee to include o th ­ 
er 
peoples, although 
Its original 
m andate specified only Germ an po­ 
litical refugees. 
5. Britain. Prance, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Switzerland have 
140,000 Germ an Jews who were re­ 
ceived as temporary residents. The 
inter-governm ental committee will 
seek to find permanent settlem ents 
for them overseas.

The governor asked for a 
pardon recommendation, but a m a­ 
jority would recommend com m uta­ 
tion only. 
Olson could not pardon Billings 
outright, as he did Mooney, because 
cf a prior conviction for transporting 
dynamite.

the governor said legal advisors had 
told him he m ight still pardon the 
man even without suprem e court 
recommendation.

college”

years. 
He was graduated there in 1878. 
Doctor M organ retired from the 
presidency in 
1928. 
Twice again, 
however. Im was called back to the 
office to fill vacancies. 
H e retired 
for th e last tim e in 1934 w hen Dr. 
Fred Pierce Corson w as n am ed presi­ 
dent. 
M organ 
continued 
on 
the 
board of trustees. 
He is survived by three children. 
Dr. Julia M organ, a professor in 
T sinanfu, C hina; H ugh C u rran M or­ 
gan. superintendent of schools a t 
W est Grove and Mrs. R. C. M cElflsh, 
of P ittsburgh. 


Russia and Turkey 
Halt Negotiations 


Moscow. Oct. 17 (AP) 
T ile pro­ 


tracted negotiations between Soviet 
R ussia and Turkey cam e to at least 
a tem porary halt today w ith th e a n ­ 
nounced intention of T urkey's F o r­ 
eign M inister Sukru Saracoglu to 
leave Moscow tonight. 
Saracoglu has been in 
Moscow 
nearly 
a 
m onth 
discussing 
with 
Soviet leaders problem s in connec­ 
tion w ith the Black sea and Its o u t­ 
let, the D ardanelles. 
C oincident w ith the announcem ent 
of S araeoglu’s leaving was th e a p ­ 
pearance of an article in th e gov­ 
ern m en t new spaper Izvestia w hich 
asserted B ritain an d F rance could 
n o t establish un effective sea block­ 
ade ag ain st G erm any because of the 
econom ic aid the reich would re ­ 
ceive from Russia an d Italy. 
T he article, signed by I 
Vanoff, 
Soviet scientist, reflected support of 
Adolf H itler's "peace cam p aig n '’ and 
h in ted th a t Russia was prepared to 
give G erm any econom ic assistance 
on a large scale. 
T here was no indication of w hat 
th e next move would be in R ussia’s 
negotiations 
w ith 
Turkey. 
S a ra ­ 
coglu was expected to confer shortly 
w ith R um anian leaders.
